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Upgrades  Set  for  Hill  Parks 
With  New  City  Grant  Funds

Both  the  Friends  of  McKinley  Square 
and  Potrero  Hill  Parents  Association 
(PHPA)  announced  last  month  that  each 
had  been  approved  for  substantial  grants 
of  money  from  the  Recreation  and  Parks 
Department's  Open  Space  Commission. 
The  grants  were  based  on  their  proposals 
for  the  extensive  renovation  and  general 
upgrading  of  the  two  playgrounds:  Mc- 
Kinley Square  at  20th  and  Vermont 
Streets,  and  Jackson  Playground  at 
Arkansas  and  Mariposa. 

Friends  of  McKinley  Square  came  into 
being  only  last  summer,  spearheaded  by 
two  Hill  mothers,  Joan  Anthony  and 
Lorna  Berman,  with  a  fundraising  and 
petition  drive  and  a  potluck/cleanup-the- 
park  party.  The  pair  quickly  found  sup- 
port from  parents  and  neighbors  who 
shared  their  frustration  with  the  inade- 
quacy and  potential  danger  for  young 
children  of  the  deteriorating  equipment 
and  unfenced  terrain  at  the  Square.  (The 
third  potluck/cleanup  there  will  take 
place  Saturday,  April  16,  starting  at  9  a.m. 
Those  who  can  may  bring  extra  food,  but 
all  are  welcome.) 

No  doubt  because  McKinley  occupies 
such  a  large  and  mainly  undeveloped  area, 
it  has  been  awarded  S100,000  —  most  of 
which,  Anthony  pointed  out,  will  be  eaten 
up  by  the  cost  of  a  required  wheelchair 
access  ramp.  In  the  meantime,  the  San 
Francisco  Conservation  Corps  at  Fort 
Mason  is  working,  in  conjunction  with 
Rec  &  Park,  to  find  appropriate  archi- 
tectural services.  Actual  work  on  the 
project  is  not  expected  to  begin  before 
the  end  of  this  year. 

The  PHPA,  much  like  the  McKinley 
group,  also  grew  out  of  the  discontent  of 


two  or  three  mothers  who  brought  their 
kids  to  the  Jackson  Playground.  Soon 
attracting  other  self-described  "malcon- 
tents," they  began  meeting  informally 
to  consider  ways  and  means  of  improving 
the  dilapidated  facility.  As  they  reached 
out  to  other  parents  in  the  neighborhood, 
the  discussions  widened  to  include  a 
variety  of  issues  confronting  parents  of 
young  children  in  the  1990s,  and  very 
quickly,  PHPA  was  born. 

Awarded  a  $50,000  grant  this  year  by 
Recreation  6c  Park's  Open  Space  Commi- 
ttee, the  Potrero  Hill  Parents  Assn.  ex- 
pects to  spend  $25,000  for  an  architec- 
tural study  and  plan,  and  $25,000  for 
immediate  necessary  repairs. 

Describing  the  goals  of  their  renova- 
tion project  —  as  approved  by  Rec  & 
Park  —  PHPA's  Rebecca  Dahlberg  and 
Debbie  Schantz  told  The  View  there  had 
been  a  20  year  neglect  of  the  playground 
that  resulted  in  dangerous  conditions  to 
the  children.  Among  the  proposals  in 
their  renovation  plan  are:  first,  the 
creation  of  a  clearly  marked  and  fenced 
toddler  area  with  new,  clean  sand;  re- 
placement of  broken  and  inappropriate 
play  equipment  and  climbing  structures; 
updating  of  existing  rest  rooms  to  make 
them  wheelchair  accessible;  installa- 
tion of  an  outdoor  water  fountain,  new 
benches,  refuse  containers  —  and  re- 
moval or  severe  trimming  of  rodent- 
infested  shrubbery. 

Taking  advantage  of  a  pre-existing 
building,  albeit  in  need  of  serious  repair, 
the  group,  now  numbering  90  families, 
has  been  able  to  plan  not  only  children's 
activities,  but  classes  and  meetings  for 
parents  as  well.  Among  the  programs 
currently  offered  by  PHPA  at  the  Jack- 
son Rec  Center  are:  a  Saturday  morn- 
ing supervised  play  group;  a  Tuesday 
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afternoon  pre-school  art  class;  monthly 
potlucks  for  families  on  Saturday  at 
5  p.m.;  a  Parent  Education  Program 
featuring  experts  in  subjects  of  interest 
such  as  CPR,  effective  discipline,  and 
improving  our  public  schools.  Monthly 
membership  meetings  are  also  held  at 
the  Rec  Center  (See  "Getting  Involved" 
-  page  2). 

Noting  that  the  1990  census  revealed 
a  29  percent  increase  in  the  25-44 
(childbearing  age)  population,  Dahlberg 
and  Schantz  cited  a  poll  PHPA  took 


that  indicated  60  percent  of  the  families 
using  Jackson  Playground  have  no  ac- 
cess to  outdoor  play  space  where  they 
live.  "Another  important  reason  to  up- 
grade Jackson,"  added  Schantz,  "is  its 
unique  suitability  to  be  developed  as  a 
disabled-access  playground,  because  of 
the  flat  terrain  and  the  on-site  rest- 
room." 

Both  women  agreed  that  like  Friends 
of  McKinley  Square  they  would  have  to 
return  to  Rec  &  Park  next  year  for 
additional  funds. 


Lead  Hazards  at  Jackson  Park  to  be  Eliminated

In  order  to  eliminate  any  possibility  of 
lead  poisoning  for  the  children  who  play 
in  Potrero  Hill's  Jackson  Park,  the  City 
is  presently  taking  action  to  re-paint  the 
park's  recreation  building. 

A  study  instigated  last  September  by 
Rebecca  Dahlberg,  whose  own  two  child- 
ren play  in  the  park  almost  every  day. 
determined  that  peeling  paint  on  the  out- 
side of  the  building  contained  hazardous 
amounts  of  lead. 

Fortunately,  Hilary  Stoermer,  assis- 
tant industrial  hygienist  for  the  Recrea- 
tion and  Park  Department  told  The  View, 
soil  samples  taken  nearby  showed  the 
playground  to  be  safe,  although  some 
paint  chips  were  found  just  at  the  base 
of  the  building  on  the  side  facing  Arkan- 
sas Street.  Although  lead  paint  was  also 
used  inside  the  building,  she  stressed 
that  there  is  no  problem  inside  because 
those  walls  are  in  good  condition. 

Stoermer  said  the  City  will  be  using  a 
lead  abatement  contractor  to  prep  the 
surface  and  get  it  covered  over.  Special 
vacuum  cleaners  will  be  used  to  pick  up 
paint  chips,  plastic  tarps  will  catch 
dust,  working  on  a  windless  day,  and  the 
project  should  be  completed  by  the  be- 


ginning of  May. 

Dahlberg,  who  is  active  in  the  Potrero 
Hill  Parents  Association,  noted  that 
Stoermer  has  been  "so  efficient  and  so 
responsive."  Stoermer  and  Karen  Cohn. 
who  is  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Health's  Lead  Prevention  Program,  spoke 
last  month  at  a  Parents  Association 
meeting. 

In  December  1992  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  approved  an  ordin- 
ance to  develop  a  comprehensive  lead 
poisoning  prevention  program.  In 
February  1993  the  Dept.  of  Public 
Heelth  developed  the  Childhood  Lead 
Prevention  Program.  Stoermer  noted 
that  the  lead  prevention  program  man- 
dates that  all  City  departments  that 
interact  with  children,  (i.e.,  the  School 
District,  Water  Department,  Housing 
Authority.  Recreation  and  Park  Dept.), 
must  assess  their  facilities  for  lead 
levels.  For  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Dept..  currently  Stoermer  is  the  only 
person  qualified  to  make  these  assess- 
ments. She  is  working  on  training  cus- 
todians of  various  facilities  to  recognize 
potentially  hazardous  situations  so  they 
can  contact  her. 

She  also  urges  citizens  to  call  her  at 
666-7109  if  they  spot  flaking  ,  peeling 
or  chipping  paint  on  any  park  buildings. 
Problems  at  the  public  schools  should 
be  reported  to  Mark  Bradshaw  at  695- 


5500,  ext  3091. 

Lead  is  a  toxin  that  can  affect  several 
organs,  notably  the  developing  brain 
and  nervous  system,  red  blood  cell  for- 
mation and  the  kidneys,   i  he  lead  pre- 
vention ordinance  points  out  that  "en- 
vironmental exposure  to  even  low  levels 
of  lead,  amounts  no  more  than  the 
equivalent  of  a  few  grains  of  sugar  a 
day,  increases  children's  risk  of  develop- 
ing permanent  learning  disabilities,  re- 
duced concentration  and  attentiveness, 
and  other  behavior  problems,  loss  of 
hearing,  reduced  growth  and  lower  in- 
telligence quotients  which  may  affect 
children's  ability  to  learn  and  cope  with 
life." 

Lead-based  paint  is  commonly  found 
on  the  interior  coats  of  paint  on  old 
buildings.  In  1 950  the  amount  of  lead 
was  reduced,  and  it  was  cut  even  fur- 
ther in  1978.  so  that  house  paint  sold 
today  has  very  low  levels  of  lead.  Lead 
poisoning  in  children  most  commonly 
occurs  as  old  painted  surfaces  crumble 
into  household  dust  or  accumulate  in 
the  soil  around  a  house  and  cling  to  toys 
fingers  and  other  objects  that  children 
put  into  their  mouths. 

Children  aged  9  months  -  5  years'are 
at  the  greatest  risk  for  lead  poisoning 
because  they  commonly  play  on  the 
floor.  Dahlberg  noted  that  it  was 


stressed  at  the  Parents  Assn.  meeting 
that  children  should  be  tested  annually 
for  lead  poisoning,  at  least  at  ages  one 
and  two. 

For  children  who  seem  at  risk  for 
lead  poisoning,  free  screenings  are 
available  through  the  local  Child 
Health  and  Disability  Preventiion 
(SHDP)  program.  For  low  to  moderate 
income  families,  free  screenings  are 
available  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Health 
Center.  To  find  out  if  your  child  is 
eligible  for  CHDP  testing,  call  the 
Health  Department  at  554-9950. 

Paint  samples  can  be  tested  by  a 
private  laboratory.  If  you  own  your  own 
home,  you  will  have  to  pay  for  the  tests. 
For  information  on  how  to  take  samples 
and  on  local  laboratories  that  test  paint 
and  other  lead  sources  (pottery,  soil, 
etc.)  call  the  Health  Dept.  at  255-3748. 
If  your  child  is  lead-poisoned  the  Health 
Department  may  be  able  to  help  you  find 
the  lead  source  free  of  charge.  The  Lead 
Prevention  Program  also  can  provide 
further  information  to  help  you  prevent 
lead  poisoning  in  the  home  and  on  the 
job,  and  home  test  kits. 

For  those  who  live  in  public  housing, 
the  paint  may  have  already  been  tested. 
Residents  can  find  out  by  contacting  the 
resident  housing  manager.  The  local 
housing  authority  is  required  to  test  pub- 
lic housing  built  before  1978. 
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Protest  on  Garage 


TTie  following  is  exerpted  from  com- 
ments to  the  Dept.  of  City  Planning  on 
the  Draft  Supplemental  Environmental 
Impact  Report  for  the  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  Parking  Garage. 

"Dear  Commissioners: 

After  months  of  attending  Parking  and 
Traffic  Commission  meetings  we  were 
pleased  that  they  approved  a  680  space 
garage.  Unfortunately,  Mayor  Jordan 
held  a  meeting  with  two  members  of  the 
Commission  and  prevailed  upon  them  to 
reconsider  the  issue.  At  a  subsequent 
meeting  of  the  P  &  T  Commission,  the 
garage  was  again  approved  in  its  current 
incarnation. 

The  garage  remains  an  insult  to  its 
nearby  neighbors  and  its  design  should  be 
changed  to  meet  our  needs.  We  continue 
to  believe  that  this  garage  violates  the 
intended  policies  of  Proposition  M.  Spe- 
cifically, we  believe  it  encourages  rather 
than  discourages  the  use  of  commuter 
automobiles.  By  bringing  increased  noise 
and  traffic  and  pollution  Into  a  geographic 
area  it  fails  to  protect  our  neighborhood 
character.  By  far  the  biggest  flaw  in  the 
argument  for  this  garage  is  the  one  of 
need. 

The  discussion  on  impacts  related  to 
noise  don't  include  the  noise  of  car  alarms, 
gate  alarms,  increased  engine  startups  or 
the  cumulative  effects  of  all  of  these. 
What  is  the  city  planning  to  do  to  protect 
residents  from  this  additional  noise? 

The  discussion  of  how  the  garage  will 
affect  sunlight  and  views  is  fairly  accu- 
rate from  our  perspective.  What  is  in- 
conceivable to  us  is  that  you  plan  to 
block  our  'restricted'  views  and  take  our 
sunlight  to  build  a  structure  that  far  ex- 
ceeds any  reasonable  need. 

Please  don't  sacrifice  our  quality  of 
life  to  improve  it  for  commuters,  hill 
dwellers,  politicians  or  any  other  out- 
siders. You  would  never  approve  this 
garage  in  YOUR  backyards.  Don't  ap- 
prove it  in  ours.

In  an  effort  to  counter  growing  challenges  to  their  controversial  Mission  Bay  project, 
Southern  Pacific  submitted  a  "substantially  revised  plan"  to  the  city.  Planning 
Commission  for  review.  One  obstacle  to  S.P.'s  plan  was  the  City's  desire  that  the 
plans  provide  space  for  a  stadium  in  or  adjacent  to  the  site.  An  additional  major 
challenge  to  the  project  was  the  proposal  that  the  City  acquire  the  Mission  Bay 
site  under  eminent  domain  using  S.P.'s  and  City  tax  apprasers'  determination  that 
the  site  was  valued  at  S60  million,  less  than  half  the  City's  original  estimate. 
HELIPORT  PLAN  STILL  ALIVE? 

Despite  a  Port  Commission  vote  to  shelve  the  matter  indefinitely,  the  president  of 
the  company  seeking  to  establish  a  heliport  in  the  dock  area  at  the  foot  of  20th 
Street  refused  to  concede  defeat.  Calling  Potrero  Hill  obiections  to  the  project 
"out  of  line"  nod  "ridiculous,"  he  bueled  the  neighborhood  "belligerent."  The  San 
Francisco  Organizing  Project  (SFOP)  established  a  watchdog  committee  to  monitor 
the  situation. 

ARBOR  DAY  PLANTING: 

Members  of  the  Potrero  Nuevo  Neighborhood  Assn.  celebrated  Arbor  Day  by  planting 
more  than  60  trees  on  Rhode  Island  and  Kansas  Streets  between  24th  and  26th.  A 
barbeque  and  pot  luck  meal  followed  the  planting,  with  dozens  of  neighbors  attending. 
VOLUNTEERS  SEE  A  "DIFFERENT"  NICARAGUA: 

Seeing  an  opportunity  to  get  "through  the  mis-information  and  lack  of  information 
about  that  country,"  Hill  residents  Paula  Kristovich  and  the  late  Sarah  Crome 
volunteered  for  harvest  work  in  Nicaragua  and  recounted  their  experiences  for  The 
View.

Students  Grow  Vegetables 
For  De  Porres  Soup  Kitchen

A  group  of  23  eighth  grade  students  at 
the  Polrero  Hill  Middle  School  (PHMS)  is 
participating  in  a  community  service  pro- 
ject that  will  lead  to  donuling  food  to 
the  nearby  Murtin  de  Porres  soup  kitchen. 

In  a  partnersliip  with  otiier  area  schools 
and  with  neighborhood  service  groups,  the 
PHMS  project,  "Seeds  of  Change,"  had  its 
kickoff  March  14  as  class  members  shov- 
eled dirt  into  four  planters  provided  by 
the  San  Francisco  Conservation  Corps 
(SFCC). 

Tlie  project,  a  brainchild  of  Middle 
School  teacher  Tony  Alvitc  and  his 
Community  Service  class,  was  determined 
by  surveys,  discussions  and  a  lot  of  read- 
ing, after  tlie  class  recognized  that  they 
needed  to  implement  a  program  to  reach 
the  immediate  needs  of  homeless  people. 

Two  of  Alvite's  students  volunteer 
twice  a  week  at  Potrero  Avenue's 
de  Porres  kitchen  on  assignment  from  his 
Community  Service  Class.  They  talked 
about  the  work  at  the  food  giveaway  but 
the  idea  for  a  community  garden  is  cred- 
ited to  eighth  grader  Romero  Rodriguez. 
"Do  we  have  an  area  around  liere  to  grow 
vegetables  for  Martin  de  Porres?"  Rodri- 


guez asked  after  reading  "Frcsli  Start 
Farms"  by  Project  Open  Hand  founder 
Ruth  Brinker.  That  was  the  inspiration 
for  seeking  space  on  the  school's  grounds, 
and  finding  it  on  De  Haro  Street,  just  be- 
low 19th  Street. 

Alvite  took  his  class'  idea  to  the  Mid- 
dle School  Administrative  Dept.  and  to 
the  San  Francisco  Urban  Service  Project, 
which  eventually  agreed  to  finance  the 
idea.  The  Conscrvaiton  Corps  built  four 
redwood  boxes  for  the  garden  project. 
Coincidentally  a  former  Middle  School 
student  of  Aivite's  is  now  with  tlie  SFCC 
helping  to  build  the  redwood  boxes  for 
the  project.  Fred  Tupuola,  24,  was  very 
pleased  to  be  involved  with  this  project, 
and  with  his  former  teacher.  "It  was 
good  to  be  here,"  he  said  during  the 
groundbreaking  ceremony  Mar.  14. 

The  students  plan  to  grow  lettuce, 
carrots,  green  onions  and  beans,  which 
will  be  donated  to  the  de  Porres  kitchen 
before  the  class  graduates  in  June. 

"This  garden  represents  a  meaningful 
way  for  students  to  apply  what  they 
learn  to  the  real  world  and  to  help  solve 
some  problems  in  the  community,"  says 
Alvite. 


Native  Wildflowers  Sowed 
On  Open  l-lill  Meadow 


Potrero  Hill  was  once  known  as  Poppy 
Hill,  according  to  some  area  old-timers. 
During  the  months  of  January  and  Feb- 
ruary the  meadow  between  Arkansas  and 
Connecticut  Streets  at  22nd  Street  got 
a  major  90s  style  makeover.  The  finan- 
cial and  physical  resources  for  this 
effort  were  provided  by  the  adjacent 
Connecticut  Friendship  Garden.  The  Po- 
trero Hill  Garden  Club,  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Conservation  Corps,  the  San  Fran- 
cisco League  of  Urban  Gardeners,  and 
the  Sherriffs'  Worker  Alternative  Pro- 
gram. The  open  area  was  cleared  of 
rock,  weeds,  broken  glass  and  other 
debris.  After  this  cleaning,  the  exposed 
soil  was  seeded  with  a  blend  of  wild- 
flower  seeds  specific  to  the  Bay  Area. 

This  mixture  of  annuals  and  perennials 
should  provide  a  carpet  of  color  through- 
out the  Spring.  In  addition  to  the  Cali- 
fornia Poppy.  Flax,  Yarrow  and  Lupines 
will  be  nectar-rich  flowers  offering  food 
for  butterflies  and  hummingbirds.  Along 
the  border  of  the  meadow.  Native  Cali- 
fornia flowering  shrubs  and  trees  from 
Strybing  Arboretum  in  Golden  Gate  Park 
have  been  planted.  These  include  the 
Flannel  tree,  Ceanothos,  and  Hori^e- 
chestnut.  Not  only  do  these  attractive 
plants  not  require  summer  watering  once 
established,  but  also  they  are  appropriate 
representatives  of  our  unique  California 
biome. 


All  are  invited  to  view  the  wildflower 
meadow  this  spring.  Best  times  should  be 
from  April  through  May  during  daylight 
hours.  Also  while  in  the  area,  visit  the 
newly  renovated  Connecticut  Friend- 
ship Garden  and  see  its  contemporary 
design  and  the  diversity  of  plants  grown 
there.  Community  gardeners  are  usually 
there  on  Saturday  mornings,  weather 
permitting.

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Hot  Waterfront  Hotel  Debate 
Surfaces  Once  Again  in  City 


RAISING  500  TONS

A  number  of  Potrero  Hill  residents 
turned  out  March  16  to  testify  before  the 
Waterfront  Plan  Advisory  Committee  on 
the  controversial  issue  of  whether  hotels 
should  be  built  along  the  City's  water- 
front. 

The  debate  was  actually  twofold: 
whether  or  not  hotels  should  be  built,  and, 
given  the  language  of  1990's  Prop.  H, 
whether  the  body  should  even  be  dis- 
cussing the  matter  until  the  Advisory 
Committee  completes  its  work  on  the 
waterfront  plan  mandated  by  Prop.  H. 
Deputy  City  Attorney  Marie  Ambrose 
claimed  that  "no  one,  including  voters, 
can  foreclose  someone's  first  amend- 
ment rights  to  advance  a  political  point." 

But  Hill  resident  Arthur  Feinstein, 
Program  Chair  of  the  Golden  Gate  Audu- 
bon Society,  assailed  what  he  called  "an 
extreme  degree  of  cynicism"  in  that 
legal  position.  "No  wonder  there's  a  low 
voter  turnout,  a  low  opinion  of  public 
officials,"  Feinstein  said.  "There  was  an 
election.  People  expected  an  election 
to  mean  something  —  not  to  have  a  com- 
mission discuss  something  that  the 
voters  said  'Don't  discuss'." 

Babette  Drefke,  speaking  for  the 
Potrero  Boosters  and  Merchants  Assn., 
told  the  Committee  that  as  "a  native 
San  Franciscan,"  she  is  "a  little  selfish 
about  protecting  San  Francisco  for  the 
people  who  live  here.  "I'm  opposed  to 
the  hotel  —  it's  just  for  transients,"  she 
said.  "We  have  to  protect  our  views 
from  the  Hill.  The  waterfront  should  be 
for  the  people." 


However,  another  nearby  resident,  re- 
tired Redevelopment  Agency  project 
engineer  Bob  Isaacson,  who  lives  on  a 
houseboat  on  Mission  Creek,  said  hotels 
need  not  have  a  negative  affect  on  Po- 
trero Hill  views.  "Any  hotel  should  be 
limited  to  the  level  of  the  pier  shed" 
that  is  currently  on  the  waterfront,  he 
stressed. 

At  the  end  of  a  long  and  heated  debate, 
the  Waterfront  Plan  Advisory  Committee 
voted  8-7  to  seek  a  ballot  measure  that 
would  modify  Prop.  H  to  allow  hotels  on 
the  waterfront. 

Basic  work  of  the  Committee  in  months 
of  trying  to  draft  a  plan  for  the  water- 
front has  been  a  first  phase  of  identify- 
ing "water-dependent  activities"  — 
slated  to  account  for  some  70  percent 
of  Port  of  San  Francisco  property,  as 
well  as  the  current  second  phase,  identi- 
fying acceptable  "non-water-dependent 
activities." 

Examples  of  the  first  category  include 
berthing;  cargo;  cruise  terminals;  ferry 
and  excursion  boats;  fishing;  historic 
ships;  maritime  support;  recreational 
uses;  ship  repair;  water  taxi  docking, 
and  wetlands.  In  the  second  category, 
the  list  currently  includes  artist  and  de- 
signer studios;  galleries;  commercial 
recreation;  community  facilities;  hotels 
and  boatels;  museums;  offices;  open 
space;  parking;  public  academic  insti- 
tutions; public  access;  public  assembly 
and  entertainment;  residential;  retail; 
small  businesses;  stadium  or  arena;  ware- 
housing; transit  facilities  and  visitor's 
center. 


The  Port  of  San  Francisco  held  a  crane-raising  in  March  when  the  second  of  two  cargo 
container  cranes  was  filled  with  17-foot  extensions  on  each  of  its  four  legs.  The  work 
done  at  Piers  94-96  at  India  Basin  was  to  accommodate  the  Evergreen  Marine  Comp- 
any's new,  larger  ships  which  now  call  at  the  porl.  Each  leg  of  the  crane  was  unbolt- 
ed and  the  upper  section,  which  includes  the  machinery  housing,  gantry  and  operator's 
cab,  weighing  a  total  of  500  tons,  was  raised  by  hydraulic  jacks.  In  the  photo  above 
two  of  the  extensions  are  being  hoisted  into  position  upon  completion  of  the  hoisting 
operation,  which  took  about  three  and  a  half  hours.  The  work  was  done  by  Rigging 
International  of  Alameda,  specialists  in  heavy  lift  ri^ng,  whose  expertise  was  also 
used  in  the  repair  of  the  Bay  Bridge  after  the  Loma  Prieta  earthquake  of  1989.

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View  Cartoonist's  "History" 
In  Multi-Media  Project

The  94107  zip  code  is  becoming  known 
to  the  world  as  Multimedia  Gulch.  It  is 
at  the  base  of  Potrero  Hill  that  some  of 
the  most  creative  minds  in  computing 
have  chosen  to  live  and  work.  They  are 
producing  a  plethora  of  games,  enter- 
tainment and  educational  products  that 
run  on  home  computers  and  are  widely 
hailed  as  the  information  medium  of  the 
future.  Whether  stored  on  CD-ROM 
disks  or  sent  by  telephone  wire  from 
computer  to  computer,  this  new  electro- 
nic medium  reflects  a  world-wide  com- 
munications revolution. 

The  major  magazines  that  cover  this 
industry,  such  as  Wired  and  Multimedia 
World,  are  produced  at  the  base  of  the 
Hill.  Companies  like  Macromedia,  which 
creates  the  software  to  create  the  new 
media  products,  have  nestled  into  the 
Townsend  Street  area. 

Even  old  guard  Potrero  Millers  like 
The  Potrero  View's  own  cartoonist,  Larry 
Gonick,  are  now  going  Multimedia. 

Gonick's  "Cartoon  History  of  the 
Universe"  began  life  as  an  all-Potrero 
Hill  project  when  Rip  Off  Press  was 
still  located  at  1  7th  and  Missouri.  "They 
started  publishing  it  in  1978."  Gonick 
recalls.  "It  appeared  in  comic  book 
installments  and  continued  over  a  period 
of  years." 

While  the  series  is  still  in  print  in 
comic  book  form,  Gonick  wanted  to 


see  a  book  version  published,  so  in  1982 
he  went  to  New  York  and  found  an  agent. 

"William  Morrow  did  a  softcover 
edition  and  put  it  on  their  list."  says 
Gonick.  "But  they  never  did  anything 
with  it.  It  sank  and  I  bought  back  half 
the  copies  when  they  were  going  to 
remainder  it.  I  then  sold  them  myself 
with  the  help  of  Rip  Off  Press." 

Then  in  1987  a  "well-placed  fan" 
gave  a  copy  of  the  book  to  Jackie 
Onassis,  by  then  working  as  a  book 
editor.  She  rammed  it  through  a  reluc- 
tant Doubleday  sales  force  and  got 
"Cartoon  History"  on  the  list  in  1989. 
By  Christmas,  1989  it  was  on  the  "Publi- 
shers Weekly"  national  best  seller  list. 

Through  another  "well-placed  fan" 
the  book  got  into  the  hands  of  Cris 
Popenoe,  an  ardent  history  buff,  and 
President  of  the  newly  formed  Putnam 
Ntw  Media  publishing  project  in  Reston, 
Virginia.  "Cartoon  History"  is  going 
to  be  one  of  their  first  multi-media 
projects,  published  on  CD-ROM.  in  the 
Fall.  The  moving  images  and  sound  will 
be  added  to  Gonick's  original  by  a  soft- 
ware development  team  in  Austin,  Texas, 
Humancode. 

Humancode  is  "keeping  the  flavor  and 
content  of  the  original,  but  it  is  going 
to  take  two  CD-ROM  disks  to  get  it  all 
in  there".  Gonick  notes,  "the  whole 
text  will  be  read  aloud  with  different 
voices  for  each  of  the  characters. ..and 
sound  really  eats  up  the  bytes." 


GETTING  A  KICK  OUT  OF  SOCCER

The  CD-ROM  will  come  out  coincident 
with  the  next  volume  of  the  book, 
"Cartoon  History  of  the  Universe  II: 
From  the  Springtime  of  China  to  the 
Fall  of  Rome",  on  which  Gonick  is  now 
working.  That  will  be  a  Doubleday  paper- 
back for  holiday  gift  giving  in  1994. 

"I  think  we're  just  starting  to  scratch 
the  surface  of  this  medium,"  says  Gonick. 
"There  are  a  lot  of  different  ways  to 
navigate  the  information  in  the  new 
medium.  The  book  is  essentially  linear, 
but  people  like  linear  things.  Story 
telling  has  been  going  on  forever  and 
that  is  linear." 


Gonick  is  already  doing  some  of  his 
work  on  the  computer  but  so  far,  he 
says,  it  is  "just  desktop  stuff.  1  don't 
draw  the  character,  but  I  made  my  hand 
lettering  into  a  font  and  I  do  some  tech- 
nical illustrations  in  software.  The  real 
cartooning  is  still  done  by  hand." 

"What  I  am  really  thinking  about  is 
3D  animation.  But  you  need  hardware 
-..I  think  I'd  be  a  good  person  for  some 
hardware  manufacturer  to  lend  a  ma- 
chine to.. .but  right  now,"  he  says,  "I  am 
just  finishing  this  book."

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Hill  Duo  Produce  Book 
On  Churches  of  Southwest

When  architectural  photographer  and 
Potrero  Hill  dweller  David  Wakely  first 
photographed  the  old  adobe  mission 
church,  San  Jose  de  Gracia,  near  Santa 
Fe.  New  Mexico  in  1985,  he  didn't  dream 
it  would  one  day  grace  the  cover  of  a 
handsome  volume  of  his  photographs 
published  this  month  by  Chronicle  Books. 

When  Wakely  came  home  and  developed 
tlie  pictures  of  the  interior  of  that  1770 
building,  he  was  surprised  to  find  that 
the  long  exposures  using  natural  light 
revealed  details  he  had  not  even  seen 
in  person.  That  led  him  and  his  wife, 
Sharon  Smith,  on  a  mission  of  their  own, 
to  dozens  of  old  churches  in  the  South- 
west that  had  survived  the  centuries 
relatively  unchanged. 

Smith,  a  book  designer,  then  began 
developing  the  idea  of  a  book  out  of 
these  visits  and  proposed  it  to  Chronicle 
Books  in  San  Francisco. 

The  book's  writer,  Thomas  A.  Drain, 
holds  degrees  in  architecture  and  theo- 
logy and  is  an  architect  specializing  in 
churches. 

Drain  explains  in  the  book  that  as  the 
Spanish  moved  north  from  Mexico  in  the 
middle  of  the  16tli  Century,  they  aimed 
at  converting  the  native  peoples  to 
Catholic  Christianity. 

"The  initial  response  to  the  new  religion 
was  to  see  it  as  another  view  of  the  world 
...After  all,  an  echo  of  many  elements 
of  native  religion  could  be  found  in  the 
Christian  message. ..the  cycle  of  seasons, 
a  life  of  prayer,  the  healing  power  of 
music,  the  high  value  of  art  in  the  service 
of  God,  the  spiritual  significance  of 
natural  objects.. .the  mission  churches 
are  the  artistic  record  of  the  meeting 
of  these  two  cultures..." 


Wakely  was  excited  to  find  something 
so  old  and  so  European  in  America,  and 
in  such  incredible  condition.  Most  of 
the  churches  have  survived  intact  be- 
cause they  exist  in  poor  communities, 
he  noted.  "They  didn't  have  the  money 
available  to  modernize  them,"  he  added. 

Along  with  photos  of  the  churches  of 
five  states  are  maps  and  travel  informa- 
tion that  the  couple  were  asked  to 
provide.  The  maps  were  hand  drawn 
with  a  brush  by  Marlene  McLaughlan 
here  in  the  Bay  Area. 

The  160  color  photographs,  exquisitely 
printed  on  matte  art  paper,  were  all 
taken  with  a  4x5  Sinar  camera,  noted 
Wakely.  "The  vast  majority  were  taken 
with  available  light,"  he  added.  "When 
they  built  the  churches  there  wasn't 
electricity  so  they  placed  windows  to 
illuminate  the  altars.  I  took  advantage 
of  that. 

"Some  of  the  exposures  were  so  long 
that  1  didn't  see  what  was  there  until  I 
got  the  film  back.  Our  eyes  are  not  as 
sensitive  as  film.  It  gave  an  element  of 
discovery,"  he  said.  "The  truth  is  basi- 
cally elusive.  Photographs  are  not  the 
truth.  We  think  the  camera  sees  the 
truth,  but  you  have  to  be  selective,  use 
your  own  judgment." 

It  was  a  four  year  labor  of  love  for 
the  couple  to  get  the  book  into  print. 
This  is  the  first  book  they  have  done 
together,  "and  we  are  still  together," 
says  Smith  with  pleasant  surprise  in 
her  voice,  "and  we  are  ready  to  do 
another." 

The  Hill  couple  will  speak  about  the 
book  and  show  slides  at  A  Clean  Well 
Lighted  Place  for  Books,  in  the  Opera 
Plaza  complex  on  Van  Ness  Avenue  on 
April  26.  The  book  is  available  in  hard- 
cover for  $35  and  in  paperback  for  $18.95. 
It  is  available  at  Christopher's  Books  , 
1400-18th  St.
